OMOLABCD CMOONrriTWIONAL, 


The Act of the Legislature of 1897 re- 


qnlrlng the payment of a poll tax, no 
•i a condition to voting, bat to regi 
tratlon, has been declared nnuonstitn 
tlonal by the Supreme Court. Tb 
opinion la by Juetioea Bonnlfled an 
Massey, Ohlef Justice Belknap for som 
reason not participating, though no 
dissenting. 


The Court holds tbat the Act la nu 


constitutional and very concisely 
though clearly, gives the reaeona for e 
holding. It says tbat under Article II 
Section e of the Constitution, tbe Leg 
Islatare can prescribe what oath 
oaths may be necessary ai a test o 
electoral qualification, bat It oanno 
impede or trammel tbe right of euffrag 
by adding new qualifications. Eogi 
tration la not an electoral qualification 
bat • means for ascertaining and de 
termlnlng In a uniform mode tbe per 
•one who possess the prescribed else 
toral qualifications. The Legislator 
•ay by the enactment of a proper bi 
add to tbe electoral qualifications th 
payment of an annual poll tax an 
when It doee the payment of snob ta 
may be made one of the oondltlens o 
registration and not before. It th 
objeut of tbe Aot of 1897 was to mak 
tbe payment of a poll tax a oouditloi 
to the right of voting, its title Is de 
ceptive and mleleadlug and doei no 
express tbe object or subject of the Ac 
ae required by Article IV, Section 17 
or tbe Constitution; bat whatever ma 
have been the object of the Aot in tb 
contemplation of the Legislature th 
Court finds this spectacle presented 
The title of tbe Aot without a cor 
responding Aot and an Aot without a 
correepondlng title." 


The Aot was objectionable for varlou 


reasons besides those of which the 
Court took cognizance. It pot a prlc 
upon the elective franchise, the only 
thing which tbe poor man holds in 
common with the millionaire. It re 
quired tbe person who resided perma 
aently In tbe State, if under sixty year 
of age, to pay a poll tax for tbe year in 
which be registered and also tbe nex 
preceding year, while the voter who 
absented himself from the State in th 
years in which no elections were held 
could register upou tbe payment o 
poll tax for one your. It disfranchised 
tbe eleemosynary poor, because they 
could not pay poll taxes and, therefore 
oould not register, and virtually de 
prlved many poor, bat deserving men 
from exercising one of tbe proudest 
prerogatives of American citizenship 


The Aot was not, ae many eupposed 


intended to Inorease the revenue, as it 
prohibited the poor man, who desired 
to borrow the money necsesary to pay 
ble poll tax, from doing eo If the nan 
from whom he expected to get tbe loan 
happened to be a candidate for any 
office from President to Constable. 
Bat tbe Aot taxing registration la dead 
and that it never will be resurrected by 
future Legislatures is a consummation 
devoutly to be wished.

ktLVBB ADVANCING. 


Vive Yean History of the White M«t»l. 


The advance of silver quotations yes- 


terday to 69)rf cents, tbe second time 
for this month, caused considerable 
pleasure and self-congratulation among 
mining and business men, aa it gives 
foundation to the hop* as well as the 
belief that the white metal will not 
cease its upward march until, condi- 
tions will be each that all of the silver 
producer! of the West oan be reopened 
and profitably worked. Daring the 
past five years the cause of silver baa 
bad a bard row to hoe, and at times the 
prospect wae especially gloomy, as 
during this period quotations touched 
as low us 52 cents. 


It was five years ago yesterday that 


silver quotations started on their down- 
ward coarse. This was on Saturday,. 
Jane 24,1893, the quotations being 80^ 
oents. 


On Monday of the following week 'it 


wae announced that the Indian mibts 
bad been closed to the coinage of sil- 
ver, the result being that there were 
exciting times on tbe streets of Salt 
Lake, silver producers feeling tbat the 
jig was np and that the bottom bad 
dropped oat of everything, the quota- 
tions tbat day being 77 oents. 


The next day it dropped to 73 and 


the next to 69, and then tbe dealing in 
futures began and the day following 
spot illver was quoted at 62 oents and 
60 oents, 30 days. The next day silver 
rallied a little, the morning quotation 
being 68 cents spot and 62 oents, buyer 
30 cents, and in tbe afternoon private 
advices were received indicating an 
advance, tbe closing quotation (being 
08 oente. 


On tbe 1st day of July, 1898, silver 


touched the 70-oont mark and in Aug 
ust It went aa high as 75% oents, and 
tbe quotations hung around this point 
nntillate in October, when the pur- 
chasing act of tbe Sherman bill was 
repealed. 


On Augnst 31st silver closed at 68 


cents, and ever since it has fluctuated 
back 
and 
forth, gradually losing 


ground, until, daring tbe past few 
years, it has bad a hard time to keep 
above tbe 50-oent mark, and in conse- 
quence there is maoh rejoicing in 
mining circles to see that tbe dally 
quotations are gradually moving np 
ward- 


Still, it Is a long way yet to the mark 


occupied by tbe white metal in 1890, 
when, as a well-known mining man 
stated yesterday, stiver was quoted at 
$1.18 and lead at »5. 


The slump in silver and lead has al- 


most paralyzed the mining industry in 
this western country daring the past 
eight or nine years, aud almost every 
other line of business has suffered in 
tut same ratio, and there is no ques- 
tioning the accuracy of tbe statement 
made to tbe effect tbat until silver is 
restored to its rightful position by the 
side of gold this country will never 
again feel or see genuine and lasting 
prosperity,—SaUXake Herald,35th.

W. ft, Stone, Regiilry Agent, Reipon 
dent. 


Decmon by Sonnijicld, J. and Massey, J 


The relator applied to the respon 


dent, a Justice of Peace and ex-offloic 
Registry Agent of Carson Township 
Ormsby County, to be registered as a 
voter. The respondent refused to reg 
ister his name ou the ground that the 
relatnr did not exhibit a poll tax re 
oelpt for the years 1897 and 1898 as re 
quired by an act of the Legislature en 
;itled: "An Act to require the pay- 
ment of poll tax by'all legal voters un 
der sixty years of age," Approved Fob- 
uary 9,1897. 
It appears that the relator possesses 


all the qualifications of an elector as 
prescribed by Sec. 1, Art. II of the Con 
tltution of this State* Tho payment 
if poll tax is not among such qualiflca- 
ions. The relatof,To test the validtiy 
of such act, petitions this Court for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the re 
spondent to register his name under 
the provisions of the general tegistra 
tlon law. 


Section B of Art. II of the Constitn 


tion requires that: "Provision shall be 
made by law for the registration of the 
names of the electors within the count 
ies of which they may be residents, and 
tor the ascertainment, by proper'proofp, 
of the persons who shall bo entitled to 
the right of suffrage as hereby ostab 
lisued to preserve the purity of elec- 
tions, and to regulate the manner of 
holding and making returns of the 
same; and the Legislature uhall have 
power to prescribe by law auy other or 
Further rules or oaths as may be deem- 
ed necessary-as a test of electoral qual- 
ification." 


lu conformity to the above require- 


ments of said Sec, 6, the Legislature in 
1869 passed the existing general regis- 
tration act. Considering the provisions 
ot this act alone the relator is entitled 
;o be registered thereunder; but the 
act in question of 1897 modifies tho 
nrovislons of the general registration 
act, to-wit: "Sec. 1, The name of no 
person under the age of sixty years 
shall be registered by nny registry 
agent until euoh person shall exhibit a 
proper receipt for ths poll tax required 
by law for the then current year and 
also for the preceding year when such 
person shall have been nn inhabitant 
of the State of Nevada daring the last 
six months of the preceding year; * * 


» * *,» 
Said Sea. 6 of Art. II of the Gonetitu- 


;ion authorizes the Legislature to pro- 
vide by law for the registration of all 
persons who possess the prescribed 
qualifications of elector?, but it does 
not authorize tho Legislature to im- 
pose any condition ou the right of reg- 
stratloa other than the prescribed 
qualifications of electors, aud when 
;be Legislature does so it exceeds its 
authority. 


In Clayton vs. Harris, 7 Nev. 64, it is 


held that: "Under Art., It, Sec. 6, of 
:he Constitution, the Legislature can 
irescribe what oath or oaths may be 
necessary as a test of electoral qualifi- 
cation, bat it cannot impede or trammel 
he right of suffrage by adding new 
(juali- 


Hcations." 


Registration is uot an electoral quail- 


loation but ii only n means of a«cei- 
niuing and determining iu n unifoitu 
mode the persons who possess the pre- 
scribed electors! qualifications, aud to 
secure iu an order!)1 nnd convenient 
manner the right ot voting.
